Professor Jennings, with a f«w taps 
or the hammer on one of the wheels, 
assembled the men around him and 
explained how this -burned condition 
of the valves likely came about, then 
to bear out what he said, by use ot 
a thickness gauge he found that 
there was only .C'35 inch clearance 
between the splndle'ot th« valve and 
the cam, when there should hare 
been at least .012~lnch. Thus these 
valves were unable to seat properly 
when the motor was running, since 
they were expanded when heated. 
Some of the Other valves had worn 
their seats down into the block un- 
evenly because their guides had be- 
come worn from use. In such cases 
the guides were reamed out, new 
seats cut and oversize valves in- 
stalled.

On" the same tractor one of the 


main bearings had considerable play 
in it, wnlch condition If left unattend- 
ed to would hare likely resulted in 
wearing a flat spot on the crank shaft, 
and when a shaft is out of round the 
bearings cannot be kept tight. When 
the new rings had been correctly fit- 
ted to the new pistons, each ring hav- 
ing the proper clearance relative to 
its position ou the piston, the pistons 
were installed and the connecting rod 
bearings adjusted. 


The owner of the tractor said that 


he could not get the motor started on 
the magneto 
The thickness gauge 


showed that there was about .039 
Inch clearance between the magnets 
and the colls where there should have 
been only about .025 inch. 
The fly 


wheel which bears the magnets wae 
taken off and shims put in behind th* 
colls, giving the desired amount of 
clearance and thereby eliminated the 
hard starting factor. 


The owner also indicated that 


when the tractor was running the 
oil from the 
gears became mixed 


with that of the crank case of th* 
motor. 
The rear end 
was taken 


down and two new oil transmission 
shields (costing 5 cents each) were 
put in place of the old worn one so 
the mixing of the oils was elim 
inated.
